LAST CAPTIVES 
GIVEN FREEDOM 


Four Americans Released by 
Bandits 


Yankee Acts as Go-Between 
With Outlaws 


Relatives on Hand to Greet 
Hostage Band 


[RY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS) 

TSAOCHWANG, June 12.—Eight 
bearded, shabby men, four of them 
Americans, the last of the twenty- 
seven foreign prisoners captured 


by Chinese bandits from the 
Shanghai-Peking express near 
Suchow May 6, arrived at the 
Tung-Hsing mines near Tsao- 
chwang this afternoon. They came 
down the mountainside from their 
prison on Paotzuku in the temple 
of the clouds in sedan chairs, on 
donkeys and some walking, with 
an escort of outlaws. 

At the mine compound ther 
saw the last of their brigand hosts 
and were joyfully greeted by 
crowds of relatives and friends who 
had gathered there to welcome 
them in expectation of their re- 
lease. 

Baths, clothing and food were 
awaiting them and on a railroad 
siding stood a fal train, steam 
up ready to e them to Tsao- 
chwang. 

It is expected that all or the 
majority of the eight, will pro- 
ceed to Shanghai tomorrow. 


RAGGED REMNANT 


The eight members of the 
remnant of the original twenty- 
seven are: 

Americans: Maj. Roland W. Pin- 
ger, U.S. A., Manila: Leon Fried- 
man, Chicago, and Shanghai; John 
B. Powell, -Hannidal, Mo., 
Shanghai; Lee Solomon, San Fran- 
cisco and Shanghal. 

British: R. H. Rowlatt, Bir- 
mingham, Eng., and Tientsin; Fred 
Elias, Shanghai. 

French: Emile Gensberger, 
Shanghai. 

Italian: G. D. Musso, Rome, 
Italy, and Shanghai. 

IMPOSING SPLCTACLE 

The closing scene of the six 
and one-half weeks’ negotiation 
for the prisoners’ relcase was con- 
ducted with all the Chinese love 
of formality. 

The stage was the village of 

Tailiho, fifteen miles from Tsao- 
chwang. and two miles dcwn the 
mountainside from the prison, io- 
ceted in the temple of the clouds 
on the slope of Paotzuku. 
— In the center of the group of 
bandit chieftains ard hinese of- 
ficials stood Roy Anderson. Amer- 
jean, long familiar with Chinese 
customs and the chosen interme- 
diary both of the outlaws and the 
Peking government. 

Armed with a commission as 
personal representative of Tsao 
Kun, powerful cChihli military 
leader and inepector-general of 
Shantung Province, and possess- 
ing full authority from Tsao to put 
up the guarantees demanded 
the brigands, Anderson opened the 
final session. Accompanying him 
were Wen Shih-Tsen, com misston- 
er of foreign affairs at Nanking, 
and several other Chinese officials. 


ELECT SPOKESMAN 

In aceordance with ancient 
Chinese customs, Anderson asked 
the bandits grouped about him to 
nominate their “elder brother,” or 
spokesman, with power to act. 

The American explained that he 
was there in the role of peacemak- 
er, an office held sacred through- 
out the length and breadth of 
China. He reviewed the situation, 
told the bandits of America’s tra- 
ditional friendship for China. He 
said that the United States had 
been deeply grieved by the kid- 
naping. 

In reply to the outlaws’ demands 
for foreign guarantees of immunity 
from punishment and other terms 
if captives were released, Anderson 
expletned that this would be pos- 
sible only if the foreign powers 
took over the government of China, 
a course which he emphasized the 
bandit chieftains the lves de- 
sired above all to avoid. 


LARGE ENROLLMENT 
When Anderson had finished 
Gen. Cheng Tiao-Yuan, represent- 
ing the military governor of Shan- 
tung, read a document which re- 
cited the enrollment of 2000 out- 
laws in the Chinese army. the pay- 
ment to each of $20 and the dis- 
tribution of uniforms. 

Then the crisis was reached. An- 
derson, supported by Gen. Chen, 
asked for the immediate release of 
the eight foreign capti'er. 

The outlaw chieftains parleyed 
amongst themselves. Then a mes- 
senger left the circle and started 
up the steep Paotzuku slope. 

The formal agreement for the re- 
lease of the prisoners was pro- 
duced and eigned by the two chief 
spokesmen, one, Roy Anderson of 
Atlanta, Ga., U. S. A., and the other 
one the chosen elder brother of 
the brigands, Sun K wei-Tsu. 

In a few moments the messen- 
ger reappeared and following him, 
accor panied by an armed detach- 
ment of their guards, came the 
eight prisoners of Patozuku. 

They passed through Tsiliho and 
headed for the railroad, free men 
once more,

“On this ground, the soviet, aft- 
er the extraordinary concessions 
in its first memorandum, has 
made further concessions in the 
note of May 21 as well as in its 
present document, which goes ex- 
ceedingly far to meet the views of 
the British.“ 

The Russian reply is viewed with 
deep satisfaction in government 
circles, where the result is re- 
garded as a personal achievement 
in diplomacy by Lord Curzon.

but the majority undoubtedly pur- 
chase articles very cheap with lit- 


tained by the seller. 


The Thieves’ Market is situated 
in a bad neighborhood, a shorn 
distance from the main pla ot 
the city. It covers an area of 
probably a Square block and is di- 
vided into a number of narrow 
and complicated passages, which 
constitute a veritable labyrinth, 
lined on both sides by booths con- 
taining every article imaginable. 
The greater part of the merchan- | 
dise offered for sale is used and 
the market is, as «a rule, pat- |

for the abolition of the market is 
that it offers a simple way to dis- 
pose of stolen goods and thus is, 
an encouragement to thieves. It

NEW YORK, June 12.—Buying 
of raisins is fair but the trade is 
not interested in large lots, buying 
only for immediate requirements. 
Carton goods and bulk seedless are 
meeting with a fair inquiry. Little 


interest in offerings of futures by 
the independent packers is being 
shown pending the announcement 
of opening prices by the Sun-Maid 
Raisin Growers and revision of 
the prices on 1922 crop fruit. 

The prune market was also dull 
on spot today, an easy undertone 
being noted on both California and 
Oregons. Distributors are picking 
up small lots of the larger size but 
because of the necessity of carry- 
ing stocks in cold storage during 
the warm weather individual 
dealers are mainly confined to 
small lots. 


CITRUS FRUITS 


There was a weak market for 
imported lemons at the sale of 
30,000 boxes, ex-#teamship Alber- 
ta. The demand was not active as 
during the last week's trading and 
prices were lower all around. The 
market was particularly lower on 
second grades and wasty which 
sold off as much as $1.50 per box. 
The market for 360s and first 
300's was about 25 to 50 cents 
lower, while second 3400's were 31 
off.

UBLE IN THE BALKANS. 
Trouble in the Balkens! There was 
a time a generation ago when a revolution 
in one of the Balkan states set every gov- 
ernment of Europe trembling. For it was 
out of the Balkans that have come the 
storms that have swept like a cyclone over 
the whole continent. 

Now there is trouble in the Balkans 
again, serious trouble. The peasant gov- 
ernment in Bulgaria has been kicked out 
by the Fascisti; and the King is with the 
new party. In Rumania the government 
was voted out by the people in the last 
election; but it is holding the offices by 
force of arms. 

Yet one reads the news almost with a 
yawn. So many things have happened in 
the last ten years that we have lost the 
faculty of being startled or amazed. The 
spirit of oriental fatality has passed around 
the world. If there is going to be another 
war—it is fate. What is to be has to be. 
What is the use of getting excited over it? 

Peoples of the other European states 
have too many problems of their own to 
be concerned seriously about what is tak- 
ing place in the “Balkan peninsula. West- 
ern Europe is less concerned than a gen- 
eration ago; for back of the Balkan revo 
lutions then was always the Russian bear 
stretching his claws toward the Bosporus. 
Russia is no longer a world power. Its 
might and its glory departed when the dis- 
ciples of Karl Marx captured the govern- 
ment. 

Russia is still a power for evtl, but only 
for her own people. Her government is 
without statesmen and without means. Her 
aggression is no longer to be feared. Aus- 
tria is likewise impotent. There is no 
danger of the Hapsburgs gobbling up one 
or more of the little Balkan states. The 
claws of the Austrian eagle are pared and 
his wing is broken. 

No great power is likely to interfere, 
regardiess of what takes place in the Bal- 
kans. Whether the peasants enslave the 
bourgeoisie or the bourgeoisie drive the 


| peasant government out of Sofla at the 


point of the bayonet is a matter that con- 
cerns Bulgaria only. 

Perhaps it is just as well that the little 
Balkan states should be left for a time 
to their own devices; that they should no 
longer be the pawns of the great powers 
in the game of secret diplomacy. Fifteen 
years ago England. Germany and Russia 
were continually struggling for advantage 
in the Balkan territory. Austria was also 
to be considered, but only as an ally of 
Germany. All that has changed. Neither 
party in Bulgaria has the secret support 
of any foreign power. Neither side can 
secure finances secretly from some foreign 
treasury. 

Left to themselves, the Balkan peoples 
may finally fight their way to peace. They 
are now the arbiters of their own destiny. 

There ts a significance, however, in what 
is taking place in Bulgaria. The Com- 
munist movement that swept over Europe 
after 1918 like a devastating flood is re- 
ceding rapidly. The Socialists have been 
driven by force from Rome and Sofia. The 
Fascisti movement is an organised revolt 
against radicalism. 

It is to be regretted that the reaction 
has taken a military form, that the gov- 
eruments are overthrown by steel in 
of by the ballot, but we must recall 
Eastern Europe is not far advanced in the 
science of self-government. When a party 
once gets into office there it so con 
the elections that the opposition is not per- 
mitted to take an active part. Only those 
known to be favorable to the government 


The end has always justified the means 
in European politics; and the war did not 
break up this medieval practice. Socialism 
swept into power through revolution in 
Bulgaria; and by revolution it has been 
cast out. But revolutions breed revolu- 
tions. Three centuries of education and 
progress have not lifted Eastern Europe 
out of the slough of the Middle Ages. 


INTERNATIONAL BANKER 
What is an international banker and 
why is he such a menace to the peculiar 
brand of American independence advocat- 
ed by yellow journalists and spread-eagie 
politicians? 

According to the irreconcilable special- 
ists who would isolate the United States 
from contact with the outside world, every 
advocate of any project to promote har- 
mony among the nations is a too] in the 
hands of the international bankers. So 
constantly has this been dinned into the 
public ear that many have accepted this 
bogy set up by promoters of discord to 
scare away the dove of peace. 

Strange to say, we have no definition of 
this ominous figure in finance so vaguely 
and variously described as the “interna- 
tional banker.” 

We know what an international agitator 
is. He goes into countries that never in- 
vited him to stir up the people against «a 
form of government they have found meets 
their special needs and to try in its stead 
an experiment that suits the personal ne- 
cessity of the agitator himself. Or of the 
country he represents. 

By the same showing the American in- 
ternational banker should be a nomad 
prowling around in foreign countries try- 
ing to persuade the investors to adopt a 
system of finance they have never tried 
before and would assuredly never want to 
try again. But not even the bogy-makers 
have ever accused a banker of this brand 
of internationalism. 

Otto H. Kahn, one of the greatest of our 
American financiers, has supplied the first 
satisfactory definition of “this bugbear of 
little minds“ He says su¢cinctly, “There 
is no such thing as an international banker 
in America.” 

The supposititious American goblin of 
finance who would entangle the United 
States with moribund European nations to 
the detriment of American interests is, like 
Macbeth’s dagger, “a false creation, pro- 
ceeding from the heat-oppressed brain.” 
Evidently he exists in the imagination 
of the frantic few who cry “wolf” at every 
fresh effort made by the friends of human- 
ity to normalize the world’s finance. But 
he has no counterpart in the flesh. He is 
a political “Mrs. Harris” for the Sarah

Most American bankers have relations 
to a greater or less degree with the bank- 
ers of foreign countries. They could not 
attend properly to the business of their 
American clients if they ignored entirely 
the banking houses of other nations.

Why the American banker, now that the 
conditions are reversed, should be accused 
of want of patriotism for promoting for- 
eign loans from America’s surplus wealth, 
let the politicians with axes to grind at- 
tempt to explain to the satisfaction of any 
unbiased observer. 


UPPORT THE NATIONAL GUARD 
Preparedness does not consist only in 
making this country safe on sea and land 
from the attacks of foreign armies and na- 
vies. That, indeed, is essential and Con- 
gress appropriates vast sums of money 
every year for national defense.
